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City of Mexico, Mexico, May 8 . — Tlie first real 
race meeting which Mexico has li.nl since Colonel 
I Job Pate operated tracks in this city more than 
ten years ago. lias ended at Aguas Calientes. a small 
city, twelve hours ride from here. Although the 
meeting could scarcely lie called a success, neverthe- 
less it served to arouse interest. Alejandro de la 
Arena, a wealthy Freneh-Mexican and prominent 
member of the Jockey Club, gave the meeting, and 
for the occasion erected stands, paddock, stables 
and constructed a fair seven-and-a-lialf furlongs 
track. Racing was well conducted, under the man 
asement of Mr. de la Arena, with Jose Romero 
liiismef. the Spanish charge d'affaires, as presiding 
judge. 

Hut one tiling was made evident — those planning a 
racing circuit in Mexico may as well give up their 
plans for building 'tracks except in the capital and 
at Juarez, which is practically a part of El Paso, 
lex. The attendance was very slim, despite tile 
fact that it was “feast week" at Aguas Calientes. 
and in the five days tlie attendance fell as low as 
at ft. The crouds were made up of Americans and 
those who journeyed from this city. 

There is talk of running a meeting here within tie- 
next month or so at die site of tlie new track at 
Condesa, and if such a meeting is li id there is no 
ipiestion but that it will prove a success, as the 
City of Mexico is not only a metropolis, but there 
are at least 30,000 foreign residents liere wiio take 
an interest in tlx- turf, in addition to thousands of 
Mexicans of the tietter classes who are familiar with 
tlie sport. 

Tlie interest involved in the recent meeting at 
Aguas Calientes was the first uiipoarani-e of the 
candidates for the Mexican Derby, to lie run in 
Il»10. There were five races for youngsters, and 
Governor Lauda y Esc* niton's stable made tlie liesr 
showing, llis Tecoac. a son of Seraprouius. won two 
races and finished a close second in his third start, 
while Kaiser and tiamiietta. also from the governor’s 
barn, were placed in both their starts. 

Tlie matter of the concession for tlie hookmaking 
and building or tlie new track here is still hanging 
fire. Matt Winn. J. Follansbee. Alberto Terrazzas 
and others Interested in forming the circuit have 
apparently been unable to come to an agreement 
witli the local officials, although it is reported that 
work has already tiegnn on the track at Juarez. 
C. A. Tilles and J. Frank Carr of St. Louis were 
here some time ago. and it is known that Tilles 
endeavored to get the concession, hut without sue- 



Xew York. May ft. — Racing on tlie Jockey Club 
courses, which starts next Thursday, may not tic 
confined to three days a week at any track. The 
horsemen are jubilant over tlie announcement of the 
higher court's decision and tbiuk that if "oral" 
hefting is sustained there will la* continuous meet- 
ings at ail the courses. 

If the attendance grows and the gate receipts 
show that tlie public's confidence is gradually re- 
turning there is no doubt that there will be more 
than three days of sport each week. The track 
owners have been conservative in making plans and 
In vc shown a willingness to lose money lit keeping 
racing alive, lint as soon as they feel sure that 
pnlilic patronage will lie restored they will meet 
tlie demand for more racing with a liberal supply 
of it. Tin- turf in New York state is not dead liv 
any means, it lias some powerful friends, and there 
are t lioiisnmts of men and women who are hopeful 
for ils future. 

The decision which defines ‘‘hookmaking.” so 
called, and legalizes oral wagers at the rare tracks 
lias greatly increased tlie roiitldctice of race-goers in 
tlie future of tlie turf in this slate. While there 
arc many intricate imints to he cleared up yet by 
tlie courts tin- one fact made plain by this latest 
decision is that H*e public can liet on tin- ra tvs at 
tin- tracks orally without tlie slightest fear of .11 
rest. Tlie words “I'll lad you so aud so" or "i'll 
lay you J to 1 on such ami such a horse" will not 
In- stirtieieni cause for action on tlie part of the 
police depart incur or the deetectlvts at ladled to 
tl c district attorney's office. 

/File race track lawyers say that tlie Appellate 
Division's decision is now tip- law until tin- matter 
has liei-ii passed upon by the limit of Appeals. They 
declared t lift t tin- wu-e track had scored a big victory 
ami tint a limited aim. mil of speculation was pos 
sible. wiili tin- small fry liettor eliminated for the 
present at least. When Heliuont Dark opens next 
j'ho-shay. according to tin- race track attorneys, tar- 
sons who want to make a hot 011 tlie races can do 
-o without fear of trouble, tint they will la- com- 
pelled 10 establish credit with |a-i sous who will ac- 
cept their wagers. This is a simple matter, it is 
la-lie ved. and will lie worked out. As it is not a 
crime 10 make an oral bet or to accept any number 
of them, nrovided tlie man who does the accepting 
does not record Ihe transactions, it is argued 011 a 
common sense basis that if oral la-ls can tic settled 
in cash it will develop in due time that easli lads 
arc not illegal. 

Tin- recording of wagers is a vital point. It tins 
been passed mam by the courts in a general way 
luit lias yet to be thoroughly tested. It is maintained 
liv the race .rack attorneys that Ir is not illegal 
for an individual to make a record of tin- wagers 
accepted by another man wlm at some time |his‘. 
was a Siren iled bookmaker. To prove the legal con- 
nection between ati accepter of bets and a recorder 
of tin- same is going to provide a puzzle, the attor- 
neys say. 

Meanwhile a decision lias been handed down by 
the Court of Special Sessions iu New York county 
which sets forth tliat itu individual can not only- 
make an oral or :i cash wager on a horse race, but 
can also make a private record or memorandum of 
Ihe same without violating the letter or spirit of 
tlie Agnew-Hart law. which, it lias been plainly 
showu. in no way applies to ilie transactions of the 
bettor. Justice Hoyt wrote this opinion and it is 
regarded as one of the most important yet made. 
If it holds on appeal there is nothing to prevent 
tettors from recording their own wagers. It is also 
argued that if this proves to be good law there is 
nothing to prevent a tie 1 1 or from handing over his 
private memorandum of a wager to somebody else 
to be held by the latter until after the running of 
a race. That ‘ ’somebody else" might he one of those 
former liookniakers. who will no longer record 
wagers, though accepting them orally from friends 
and others who have established credit. In a word, 
a common sense view of the situation, as it lias 
been cleared tip by Up- courts so far, would seem 
to Indicate that an entering wedge lias been success- 
fully driven and tliat in the course of time there 
will lie developments tliat will increase tlie confidence 
of tlie racing public. 

Last summer several tsdice officials admitted frecly 
tlint if certain cases were brought to trial it would 
lie almost impossible to prove a legal connection be- 
tween one man who accepted an oral la-t. a second 
man to whom the bet was repeated and a third man 
who made a private record of tin- transaction. Not 
one of these cases has been tried by Prosecutor 
Kldor to date. In a word it is all a question of 
evidence, and if the authorities cannot produce sub 
Ktantial proof of violations, race track speculation 
will soon go along without much serious friction. 
Hut organized gnuibliug in a betting ring lias gone 
forever.

GOOD TRAINING WORK AT NEW YORK. 



New York. May 10. — Some very good moves were 
shown ai loth Sheepshead Bay and Gravesend Sun- 
day. and tlte horses that have been seasoned liy rac- 
ing at Pimlico will find fit opponents when they come 
*>uck to Belmont I’ark. The moves that are attract 
iug attention at his time are those of the candidates 
for the Metropolitan Handicap, and the way those 
horses are going along leaves little doubt that the 
field will be loth a big one aud a tit one. 

Andrew Blakeley had Arasee out and sent him 
along for a handy mile in 1:45. He is showing that 
lie has all his speed and among the lightweights he 
should give a good account of himself. Blakeley also 
sent Cowen along for three furlongs in .'58. lie lias 
not been doing much with this one. Desirous went 
five furlongs in 1 :05 and Gatien Lass went in the 
same notch as Cowen. 

S. C. Hildreth had his eligildes under saddle and 
for the first time since their return from California 
they were permitted to go along for useful distances. 
Thus far Hildreth had been content to canter them 
for quarters and halves and in tliat moderate exer- 
cise they have shown that they have plenty of spt-ed . 
Fiiz Herbert galloped along for a mile in 1:44 hard 
held all the way. Joe Madden, another of the Hil- 
dreth eligibles. went along for 11 mile in 1:43 aud 
was under restraint at all stages of the move. 

King James, tlie best one from the stable, had 
Montgomery for his companion.

Like his stable companions, he was restrained 
all the way and he never seemed to be In tietter 
condition. 

Hildreth also had old Dandelion under saddle, and 
the old sen of Hamburg and Pansy showed that he is 
ready b.v cantering along for six furlongs in 1:17. 
Tlie others of the Hildreth string were worked use- 
fully. 

Fayette is the most notable of the Metropolitan 
eligildes at the Belmont I’ark track, and he lias 
already been picked by many who went to Henning 
as the most forward three-year-old of the season. 
Madden fitted him pretty thoroughly at the course 
of tlie Washington .lot-key Club liefore he was 
shipped to Belmont Park, and his tusk was only a 
canter of a mile in 1 :4d. He is a sure starter In 
the first big handicap of tin- year. In all. Madden 
has thirty-six horses at Belmont Park, and thev arc 
a particularly impressive lot. The two-year-olds of 
tin- stable are liberally engaged. 

F. A. Forsythe, who lias named High Prlvat- for 
Ilie Metropolitan, is another of the Belmont colony. 
All of. Iiis horses have been going along well since 
their arrival from California and. High Private, with 
liis advantage of a thorough seasonsing, ought to 
give a good account of himself in tlie opening handi- 
cap of tin- year. 

At Gravesend the bright and particular metro- 
tmlitun star is Don Creole. Con Leighton has all 
along insisted that Don Creole is a good horse, and 
when he ran Ibird in the race last year, after over- 
coming ail sorts of hard luck, he stamped himself 
as lieing worthy of the race. This spring he has 
been training in excellent fashion, and lie was sent 
nlouir for a milt- this morning in 1:41 » and had 
speed left at the end. From a time viewpoint this 
is probably tlie (lest move that has been shown in 
preparation for the rai-e. Don Creole will have ail 
oilier hard work-out before post time and he should 
surely Ik* ready. 

Howe bad the Keene horses out at Sheepshead. hut 
he did not ask anything fast of tlu-iu. His metro- 
politan eligildes are Turncoat. Casque and Affliction. 
Each one of them has shown excellent speed 011 
occasions, and it would not lie surprising to sm- 
all three of them with colors up when tlie race is 
run. Jack Atkin, tlie old favorite, is another that 
is ts-ing fitted at tin* Bay. and he is moving along 
encouragingly. Jack never was a work horse, and 
on rail-bird reports lie could hardly lie hai-kml to 
win a selling race, but Jack has a fashion of being 
there when Ihe colors are up. 

Frank Gill with Ids stable companion, tlie three- 
year-old Spellbound, and another one arrived at 
Gravesend. Iu tlie same ear with tln-m came Alfred 
Noble. Both Frank Gill and till* three year-old have 
been training in Kentucky and it will not take long 
to have them fit and ready for the colors. 

Cohort is one of the 1 1 neck Stable horses tliat will 
lie hoard from early iu the racing year. Knri-ifk 
sent him along for five furlongs in 1:02 handilv. 
and all through tlie exercise he wanted to run 
faster. Karrlck is fitting Fasti Ion Plate for the 
Proakncss. to Ik- run at Pimlico Wednesday, and ids 
move yesterday was a mile and a furlong in Lotts. 
He cantered tlie first mile in 1:45. and tin- move was 
one to suggest that be is just aland ready for the 
colors.
